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Brief Sketch of John E. Herzog 

And His Sixty Years As a Scripophily Collector 



In 1959, I was a young and 
inexperienced stockbroker, trying to 
figure out how to get customers and 
earn a living. I was in Greenwich 
Village one day and saw a certificate 
of the New York & Harlem Railroad 
in an antique shop window. I went 
into the shop and saw that it was 
marked $5. I decided to buy it and 
frame it to hang in my office. Visiting clients might think it 
was interesting, as I had, and I would steer the conversation 
to investing, and hopefully open a new account. When I got 
home and held the certificate in my hand, I noticed it was 
signed by William H. Vanderbilt as president. I instantly 
decided to find other certificates and quickly sent an ad to 
Collectors News. My collector instinct went into high gear, 
and I started a great journey that has lasted over 60 years! 

I began to review price lists and auction catalogs and, 
while writing checks for purchases, I realized I should have 
a theme before I spent too much money. I decided to collect 
18th century financial documents, as the people who had 
signed them were known to the market. It seemed reasonable 
that those items would hold their value over time. As an 
economics major at Cornell, I knew a little about Alexander 
Hamilton, and when I saw a U.S. Treasury Bond, I bought it. 
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My collection grew over time, and I spent many 
pleasurable hours reading about material for sale and 
interacting with fellow collectors and dealers both in the 
United States and abroad. I tried to find related ephemera 
that was contemporary with the bonds I was collecting. 
These items included postcards and other material, which 
gave the bonds context and added color. I discovered that 
people valued these items, and held them for many years. In 
the same way, some people held their bonds, either forgetting 
about them or possibly waiting for the collector market 
to offer prices higher than the redemption value. A few 
cancelled bonds somehow escaped the Treasury’s hands and 
found new lives in auctions. These bonds were discovered 
as the scripophily market was expanding, and there was a lot 
of excitement. I was lucky to have been active at that time, 
and to have experienced the wonderful camaraderie that 
grew among collectors in those heady years. 

Recently I realized that my collection would be of 
interest to others, and decided to offer this material which, 
in some cases, has been off the market for decades, including 
Certificate No. 1 of the Fourth Liberty Loan! 


I felt that Treasury Bonds were a long shadow of Hamilton’s 
immense contribution to our country. Hamilton invented 
the Treasury Bond in 1790, and it has become the zenith of 
fixed income investments in the world, held by individuals, 
organizations and other governments. Not a bad record for 
an innovation from 228 years ago! 


I look forward to the auction, and to experiencing the 
excitement of others as they see these objects and add them 
to their own collections. I wish everyone lots of good luck, 
and offer my appreciation to all involved in this project!

John Whitney Walter 


H John Whitney Walter, or “Mr. 

1796” as he was best known to the 
numismatic community, became 
interested in numismatics in the 
late 1930s as a result of two separate 
events. His father, a vice president 
at Manufacturers Hanover Trust 
Company, had given him an 1881 
nickel three-cent piece that he had received in change when 
he bought a newspaper. In addition, his father took him to 
see the Chase National Bank currency exhibit, located in 
permanent standing glass encased frames on the sidewalk, 
outside the Chase Banks main office in New York City. These 
two events, along with receiving a few years later an 1892 
United States Columbian Exposition commemorative half 
dollar from a friend of his grandmother’s, started John on 
a lifelong quest to collect numismatic material so he could 
exhibit these treasures for others to see, the way the Chase 
Bank had done. 


Johns collection of coins started early with some 
remarkable finds in pocket change, and then advanced to 
trips to the bank for rolls of coins to be searched through. 
These coins were then re-rolled and exchanged for new 
rolls, a practice familiar to many early stage collectors. In 
the late 1940s, John met Jack Friedberg, who ran the coin 
department at Gimbel’s Department Store. Jack sold him 
his first National Coin Albums and the “Red Book” (A Guide 
Book of United States Coins , by R. S. Yeoman). 

When John received his commission as an officer in the 
U.S. Army Signal Corps and was sent to Germany in 1956, 
it provided him the opportunity to learn, first hand, about 
the history, artistry and money of Western Europe. As a 
history buff, he was intrigued by the ancient and medieval 
coinage that was abundant in Europe and how the coinage 
was used for its monetary value, as political propaganda, and 
to communicate who was in charge at the time of issue. He 
started assembling a library of books and catalogs to aid him 
in understanding how coinage circulated and how it affected 
politics because of the people who 
controlled the mines and mints. 

When John returned back 
to the United States, he set about 
completing a U.S. gold and silver 
commemoratives set, building on 
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the 1892 Columbian half dollar given to him back in the 
1930s. While collecting U.S. coins, he developed an interest 
in coins minted in 1796. The pieces of this year intrigued 
him for their artistic character as well as for the fact that it 
was the only year that the U.S. mint issued every authorized 
denomination of coins dated the same year from the mints 
inception in 1793 until 1849. The key to all of his collections 
was “The Exhibit”! His various quests began with an 
imaginary exhibit plan for the collection. With this in mind 
he would fill in the “blank spaces” in the exhibit; much the 
same way as a collector fills in the “holes” in an album. 

John became a specialist in ancient Roman and Greek 
coinage, culminating in the historic collection catalog, 
poster and auction of Roman coinage entitled “MEN OF 
ROME,” presented by Stacks in 1990 and the donation to the 
Smithsonian National Numismatic Collection of his unique 
five-coin Greek silver coin type set of the “Demareteion 
Master Engraver” in 1999. His interest in 1796 coins led to an 
equally historic and unique collection along with a research- 
filled catalog of the “U.S. Coins of 1796,” auctioned by 
Stacks in 1999. Most recently, many hundreds of collectors 
and visitors had the opportunity to see a collection of U.S. 
federal currency at two great venues: the ANA conventions 
in New York City in 2002 and in Baltimore in 2003. This 
collection was later auctioned by Lyn Knight in 2004. Once 
the exhibiting had been completed and ta collection was 
as good as it could reasonably be, typically Johns next step 
was to memorialize and document the collection as a future 
reference, for subsequent collectors to use in their own 
quests. He would then give the next generation of collectors 
the chance to own these gems of numismatic material. 

John was a member of the ANA, and a member of Early 
American Coppers, CONECA, CC&GTCC and SPMC. 
He was also a Life Fellow and 1st VP of the American 
Numismatic Society and was responsible for the renovation 
of and their relocation to a new headquarters building in 
downtown NYC.

John E. Herzog: The Friend of Financial History 


When our Stacks Bowers Galleries clients, scholars, Johns 
friends and family and others glance at or study closely the pages 
of this catalog section, they are witnessing the ongoing passion 
of a transformative collector in this or any other era. Though we 
convene this event at the ANA Worlds Fair of Money, the fol¬ 
lowing 101 items, many offered for the first time or in multiple 
decades, represent just a part of Johns amazing collection of fi¬ 
nancial history and numismatic items and the spirit with which 
he acquired them. 

When I first met John and Diana Herzog in 1985, financial 
history was a subject that seemed contradictory to my numis¬ 
matic pursuit of United States Obsolete banknotes. It has taken 
these 33 years for me to realize the transformative role John has 
played in my passion for collecting, cataloging, and enjoyment 
of all financial instruments and the significance of their use in 
commerce and culture. 

Johns decades-long passion for collecting and understanding 
these historic treasures inspired his vision and eventually ful¬ 
filled the dream of a permanent Museum of American Finance 
(part of the Smithsonian Group), located within the steel can¬ 
yons of Wall Street and the birthplace of the American capital 
markets. The museum evolved from wall exhibits across from 
the barber shop, to a small museum and gift shop in the ground 
floor hallway at 26 Broadway (Rockefellers 
Standard Oil Building), to its stately open air 
gallery at 48 Wall Street. Every day that the 
museum is open, visitors have the opportu¬ 
nity to enjoy the experience that John wishes 
to share about the significance of financial 
history and its relevant artifacts. 

The bond certificates, United States Inter¬ 
est Bearing notes (sold within the main body 
of this session and pedigreed to the Herzog 
Collection), documents, and related items 
cataloged in this auction mirror the times 
they were issued in. This sale covers items 
issued from 1837-1919. Most were for the 
financing of war and conflict. Even in the 
late 1840s, the United States was young and 
vulnerable. The idea of Manifest Destiny to 


populate the continent merged into the Civil War and the cre¬ 
ation of fiat currency and many different loan issues. The Na¬ 
tional Banking system and its currency notes were backed by 
bond purchases. Essential funding toward the end of the Civil 
War saw rising interest rates and favorable terms for investors to 
sell notes and redeem them for gold. After the Civil War, relative 
calm and peace brought about ambitions for American expan¬ 
sion overseas, where vulnerable European nations with dwin¬ 
dling empires could be replaced by American mercantilism. 
Hawaii became our 50th state because we believed that was a 
better idea for everybody in 1893. The Spanish colonial empire 
was collapsing in the 1890s and the sinking of the U.S.S. Maine 
made Teddy Roosevelt famous and created the first low denomi¬ 
nation Treasury Bonds aimed for public sale to support war ef¬ 
forts. The most significant public financing by the United States 
was for World War I, where five issues of loans were created to 
sell to the public and investors in a three-year span to fund this 
war. Johns collection of these bond certificates is the finest and 
most comprehensive ever cataloged for sale. 

It was exciting to be called upon to catalog this special pre¬ 
sentation of the John E. Herzog Collection for Stacks Bowers 
Galleries. It allowed me over the course of research and writ¬ 
ing to reflect how transformative a person John has been to me. 

I realized how much of a story the items 
themselves have to tell. When John and Di¬ 
ana hired me, in early 1989, to work at R.M. 
Smythe & Co., I never imagined that some¬ 
day I would have the honor of presenting 
these to the collecting community. Every¬ 
one should be thankful for Johns generous 
spirit, his creation of the museum, the shar¬ 
ing of his passion for numismatics and col¬ 
lecting, and the friendship he has shown to 
so many of us for decades. He truly is “The 
Friend of Financial History.”

The Wheeler background offers fascinating North Carolina history, 
along with ties to William Walker and the American Abolitionist 
movement. All these events were part of the groundswell leading up 
to the Civil War. 


John H. Wheeler was a significant North Carolinian of the period. The 
position at the newly founded mint created during this gold rush was due 
to ties to Andrew Jackson. Wealthy and influential, Wheeler later became 
a Washington, D.C. political figure during the Pierce administration, 
including as Minister to Nicaragua. Notoriously in context with our 
present day views of interventionist history, he was minister when we 
recognized the William Walker junta as the legitimate government there 
in 1855. Walker issued rare military scrip and eventually found the least 
desirable table setting at a firing squad when he decided to return there 
in 1860. As a slave owner, Wheeler found great notoriety at home. He had 
an impressive library of great literature including slave narratives of the 
period such as Uncle Toms Cabin. Having some relations with his female 
slaves, he also had them educated. Two of those women escaped to the 
North under different circumstances. One, Hannah Bond (pseudonym 
Crafts), was educated very well in the Wheeler household. She wrote a 
book, long hidden until this century, authenticated, and published in 
2002. This may be the first book written by an African-American woman 
in the United . While heading for posting in Nicaragua, his slave Jane 
Johnson sought asylum in Pennsylvania where she was protected by 
abolitionists and taken off the departing ship. She eventually moved to 
Boston with her children.

This is a stunning bond paper Specimen 
created by Toppan, Carpenter & Co., Philadelphia and is printed on 
both sides in issue colors. Unique in this form to our knowledge. First 
observed and offered in the monumental sale of the Vattemare Albums 
by Robson-Lowe (Christies) in 1982 (lot 691 at $4,180.00). 21.0cm by 
9.5cm within original rim mounting from the albums. Plate B. Titles 
across center with obligation. Left end, standing Agriculture with 
scythe. Eagle above titled and Washington cameo profile to right. Far 
right, Minerva as America holding the flag proudly. Blue 5000 protector 
across (this differs slightly from the listed XI13 $5000 “essay” which 
has same layout, but red “5000,” and a post-1858 “ABC” monogram; 
however, that XI13 piece is listed and illustrated prematurely in the 
U.S. Loans book). Lightly penciled “47” in date space. The Hessler 
plated back here is rust-red with geometric pattern, side 5000 dies, and 
perpendicular interest table in center. This $5000 is exceedingly rare and 
important. As mentioned, the Hessler XI13 $5000 Specimen listed is a 
“Sixty Days After” type, not an obligation of this act. That is because this 
is a Specimen (perhaps an essay) for the March 2,1861 Act 60 Day notes 


which are not even illustrated in Friedberg (Fr. 195b-d) and known as 
Proofs only. The importance of this 1847 $5000 Treasury Note stands 
on its own, but also as the original plate engraving for what became that 
unknown March 2, 1861 Act $5000 60 Day Note. A beautiful piece in 
all regards. Like all of the earlier styles and particularly Specimens from 
the Vattemare sales, difficult to estimate. The similar two-sided Proof 
on one card, sold as Ford VI: 430, realized $21,850 after opening at 
$3,500. Its Vattemare realization at $4,180 indicates its recognition then 
and in this era of sophisticated collectors, these Vattemare pedigreed 
Treasury Notes often realize multiples of their levels in that ancient era; 
often ten times as much. This has been off the market for a long time. 
John obtained it privately with two other Vattemare pedigree pieces. 
The typed offering apparently was prepared by the late Dr. Douglas B. 
Ball. However, because of lack of clarity in the original Vattemare sale 
catalog and 1994 Middendorf sale, he failed to emphasize the great 
importance of this Treasury Note.

The Specimen bonds for the Loan of 1848 (act of March 31, 1848) that 
appeared in the Vattemare sales in 1982 were comprehensive and were 
nearly all new discoveries. There was even a very large coupon bond 
(Vattemare 11:1510) sold by Robson-Low that later appeared in Ford 
VI as lot 446. The authorization was to fund the continuation of the 
Mexican War, but the treaty was signed and any issued bonds were 
used for other purposes. The interest for the series was semi-annual 
and payable on January 1st and July 1st. This $100 Specimen printed 
on bond paper on two sides by Toppan, Carpenter & Co. was originally 
sold in Vattemare Part II (also referred as the “Saffin Sale” by New Jersey 
paper money collectors) in September 1982. 26.5cm by 16.5cm within 
original rim mounting from albums.

These were referred to as “five-twenties” since they were redeemable

The rich resources of the 
islands and their strategic location, made the competition to control 
them a multinational event. European and American missionaries 
Christianized many of the Native Hawaiians. Members of these 
missionary families became influential in business and the politics 
of a monarchy painted as corrupt when convenient for “imperialist” 
ambitions.

Choice 
Very Fine. The Spanish-American War related bonds are extremely 
interesting and rare. The Spanish governance of Cuba and Puerto Rico 
were, in the view of the United States, violations of the 1823 Monroe 
Doctrine. In the diplomatic world, things can be status quo until 
perhaps events create opportunity for American influence to prevail. 
The United States certainly preferred Cuba to have a government 
independent of Spain, whose colonial empire was disintegrating. The 
war erupted rapidly and made Theodore Roosevelt one of the most 
influential politicians in American history. This short war was packed 
into a period of patriotic fervor over the explosion and destruction of 
warship U.S.S, Maine in Havana harbor. With the slogan: “Remember 
the Maine,” it was easy to provoke the public to buy such (comparatively) 
low denomination bonds. The low denomination bonds in the act were 
for sale to the public, who were encouraged to show their patriotism 
and assistance in funding the war effort. The bonds interest was tax 
exempt. Of course to a working person, $20 was still quite a sum and 
often payments were used to purchase a bond. The War Revenue Act of 
1898 not only created nearly $200,000,000 of these loan certificates, it 
also enacted the first Federal estate tax and placed taxes on liquor and 
other items the populace craved for recreation (“sin” taxes as we refer 
to them today). This $20 Registered Bond is extremely rare we believe, 


much more so than the $20 3% coupon bonds. Very finely executed 
certificate by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 31.5cm by 14.5cm. 
Brown frame, undertint with THREE PER CENT, and vignette of the 
Capitol, well forested in the foreground, lower right.

They majority upheld parts of the 14th 
Amendment challenges, but did not force the government to pay off 
the debt in gold as too damaging (or the plaintiffs receiving “unjust 
enrichment”). Technically in regards to the gold payable clause, this 
was a default. These are still negotiable bearer bonds, but all you get is 
current Federal Reserve notes if you so chose. The same plate style from 
the first, second, and third loans was adapted for this issue.

This set was obtained directly from the archives of the American 
Banknote Company in New York. It was discovered along with other 
Hawaiian material when the remainder of the archives were sold off 
and dispersed. It was purchased directly from the handler of the ABNC 
archives shortly after the first two 1990 sales. These proofs slightly differ 
than the ones offered in the 1990 ABNC sales as those were printed 
on india paper and mounted on card. Some of those have punch hole 
cancellations and specimen printed on them. These proofs here are 
printed directly onto card stock. Some have speculated that these were 


issued during the intaglio reprints in 1995. However, that is not the 
case as these are printed in the correct issued colors unlike the souvenir 
cards. The souvenir cards also do not have the counter foils in place. The 
purpose of the changing of colors and the elimination of the counter 
foils for the souvenir cards was so they could not be cut up and passed 
as genuine proofs. Also, the $500 was never printed for the souvenir 
cards as the master plate could not be located at that time. What we 
do know is that these are genuine ABNC printed proofs most likely for 
internal archival reasons that are not documented. We do not know 
exactly how many proofs were printed but we do know that the smallest 
denominations were the most plentiful in the archive with possibly as 
many as a dozen or more examples of the $10 found. Very few $50 and 
$100s are known and this is believed to be the only $500 special proof 
known. The $500 is particularly interesting as it displays King Kalakaua 
and is the only Hawaiian note to depict a monarch. It is also the largest 
denomination note issued for Hawaii and only exist in proof format as 
issued notes are not known to are not known to exist. A very rare and 
interesting piece of pre-statehood Hawaiian history that should attract 
some spirited bidding.

Historical note: The Bank of Cape May County was chartered in 1855 
with an authorized capital of $50,000. The founding president was E. 
Edmunds and the first president was E. Hubbard. This was an era of 
many “wildcat” banks in New Jersey, mostly paper mills that were run 


by fraudsters in New York City. A great outcry arose against them. The 
Bank of Cape May County was started immediately after the fraudulent 
City Bank of Cape Island was forced to close. Bankers Magazine , April 
1854, stated: “The City Bank at Cape island has closed his business, and 
the Bank of Cape May County has been started in its place. Its stock is 
generally owned in the county, ant it is doing a bona fide business.” 

Unfortunately, the bank was not profitable and closed within a year. If 
called for its notes to be returned for redemption in full. By 1856 all but 
$370 had been turned in. 

Personal note from Dave: A few years ago I and Evelyn R. Mishkin, 
who worked with Stacks Bowers Galleries in some consulting matters, 
agreed to write a reference book on the seaside resorts of New Jersey, 
and we collected a lot of material (the strange case of the Mount Vernon 
Hotel in Cape May was particularly interesting), including images of 
paper money issued by coastal banks. Evelyn unexpectedly passed away 
in October 2015 and the project never sent further.

found, and it is a delight to study in detail. Though a good imitation of 
the original note from arm’s length, a close study of the painting reveals 
inconsistencies that maybe purposeful in order to evade any potentially 
applicable counterfeiting laws. For example, the act information at 
upper left reads “Under Sec 12 Chap 209” rather than the usual “Under 
Chap.290.Sec. 12” on genuine notes; the “C” denomination counter at 
upper right is inverted; and the geographic location reads “Washington, 
C.D.” rather than the expected “Washington, D.C.! Here is a fascinating 
work that combines art, financial history, and numismatics and that 
would make a fine addition to the walls of an office or study.

Stacks Bowers and its affiliates may have 
information about any lot that is not known publicly, and Stacks Bowers and its 
affiliates reserves the right to use such information, in a manner determined solely 
by them and for their benefit, without disclosing such information in the catalog, 
catalog description or at the auction. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that Stacks 
Bowers and its affiliates are not required to pay a Buyers Premium, or other charges 
that other Bidders may be required to pay and may have access to information con¬ 
cerning the lots that is not otherwise available to the public. Any claimed conflict of 
interest or claimed competitive advantage resulting therefrom is expressly waived by 
all participants in the Auction Sale. Lots may carry a reserve (“Reserve”). A Reserve 
is a price or bid below which the Auctioneer will not sell an item or will repurchase 
on behalf of the Consignor or for Stacks Bowers. Reserves may be confidential and 
not disclosed. The Buyer is the Bidder who makes the highest bid accepted by the 
Auctioneer, and includes the principal of any Bidder acting as an agent. 

2. Descriptions and Grading. Bidder acknowledges that grading of most coins and 
currency in this Auction has been determined by independent grading services, and 
those that are not may be graded by Stacks Bowers. Grading of rare coins and cur¬ 
rency is subjective and, even though grading has a material effect on the value of the 
coins and currency, grading may differ among independent grading services and 
among numismatists. Stacks Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned by 
independent grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding 
such grades. Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stacks 
Bowers and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and 
currency and are intended to identify coins and currency and note any perceived 
characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. Stacks Bow¬ 
ers does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or descriptions, nor do they in any 
way form the basis for any bid. All photographs in this catalog are of the actual items 
being sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept the 
bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent; a 
Bidder by mail, telephone, Internet or telefax; or any other participant in the Auc¬ 
tion Sale. Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. All 
bids must be on increment as established by the Auctioneer, or half increment (a 
cut bid).

Stacks Bowers shall have sole discretion in determining the value of the 
damage caused, which shall be promptly paid by such Bidder. 

Certain auctions or auction sessions, will be conducted exclusively over the Internet, 
and bids will be accepted only from pre-registered Bidders. 

STACK’S BOWERS IS NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR ANY ERRORS IN BIDDING. All

Stacks Bowers reserves the right 
not to release lots for which good funds have not yet been received. On any past 


due accounts, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, without notice, to extend credit and 
impose carrying charges (as described below). Buyers agree to pay reasonable at¬ 
torneys fees and cost incurred to collect past due accounts. Any invoice not paid by 
the Default Date will bear a five percent (5%) late fee on the invoice amount. Buy¬ 
ers personally and unconditionally guarantee payment in full of all amounts owed 
to Stacks Bowers. Any person submitting bids on behalf of a corporation or other 
entity, by making such bid, agrees to be personally jointly and severally liable for the 
payment of the purchase price and any related charges and the performance of all 
Buyer obligations under these Terms of Sale and Stacks Bowers reserves the right 
to require a written guarantee of such payments and obligations. Bidders who have 
not established credit with Stacks Bowers must furnish satisfactory information and 
credit references and/or deposit at least twenty-five percent (25%) of their total bids 
for that Auction Sale session(s) or such other amount as Stacks Bowers may, in its 
sole and absolute discretion require before any bids from such Bidder will be ac¬ 
cepted.

7. Sales Tax. Buyers will be charged all applicable sales tax, including Buyers who 
pick up at this Auction or shipments to Buyers in California and New York without a 
valid Resale Certificate which has been provided to the Auctioneer prior to the auc¬ 
tion. Please note that the purchase of any coin or bullion lot(s) with a price, including 
the Buyers Premium, in excess of: (i) One Thousand Dollars ($1,000), for auctions 
held in Maryland, are exempt from Maryland sales tax, and (ii) One Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($1,500) are exempt from California sales tax. These exemptions 
do not apply purchases of currency. Purchases of coins and currency are exempt 
from sales tax in Illinois. Purchases of Investment Coins are exempt from sales tax in 
Pennsylvania, but non-coin collectibles including but not limited to currency, med¬ 
als and tokens, purchased at auctions held in Pennsylvania are subject to Pennsylva¬ 
nia and local sales tax. Please note, this is not, and is not intended to be, a complete 
description of applicable sales tax laws in all jurisdictions. In the event any applicable 
sales tax is not paid by Buyer that should have been paid, even if not such tax was 
not collected by Stacks Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, 
Buyer nonetheless remains fully liable for and agrees to promptly pay such taxes on 
demand, together with any interest or penalty that may be assessed by the taxing 
authority. 

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms of 
Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment in 
full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in ad¬ 
dition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com¬ 
mission that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at 
the option of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for 
the reasonable cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including 
reasonable attorneys fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges. 
Notice of the sale shall be by U.S.RS. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the 
address utilized on the Bid Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement 
or other last known address by Stacks Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first 
to the satisfaction of any damages occasioned by Buyers breach, then to any other 
indebtedness owed to Stacks Bowers, including without limitation, commissions, 
handling charges, carrying charges, the expenses of both sales, sellers fees, reason¬ 
able attorneys’ fees, costs, collection agency fees and costs and any other costs or 
expenses incurred. Buyer shall also be liable to Stacks Bowers for any deficiency if 
the proceeds of such sale or sales are insufficient to cover such amounts. 

Buyer grants to Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any 
sums due, or found to be due to Stacks Bowers, and to make such offset from any 
past, current, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or con¬ 
trol of Stacks Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Stacks Bowers, its affili¬ 
ates and assignees. In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to 
Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased 
lots and their proceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the 
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possession of Stacks Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due 
to Stacks Bowers and its affiliated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying 
charges, sellers fees, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. 
Buyer grants Stacks Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such 
items, and to assign such interest to any affiliated or related company or any third 
party deemed appropriate by Stacks Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in 
full by the Default Date, a carrying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per 
month may be imposed on the unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event 
this interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to 
the maximum rate permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall 
be allocated to principal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable attorneys fees, court 
costs and other collection costs incurred by Stacks Bowers or any affiliated or related 
company to collect past due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in 
any action or proceeding arising out of or related to the Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers 
reserves the right to assign its interest to any third party. To the extent that the Buyer 
for any lot consists of more than one person or entity, each such person or entity is 
jointly and severally liable for all obligations of the Buyer, regardless of the title or 
capacity of such person or entity. Stacks Bowers shall have all the rights of a secured 
creditor under Article 9 of the California Commercial Code and all rights of the con¬ 
signor to collect amounts due from the Buyer, whether at law or equity. 

9. Shipping. It is the Buyers responsibility to contact Stacks Bowers after the sale 
to make shipping and packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile nature of some 
lots, Stacks Bowers may elect not to assume responsibility for shipping or packing, 
or may charge additional shipping and handling. Lots indicated as being “framed” 
or that are specifically identified in the catalog are shipped at Buyers risk. All taxes, 
postage, shipping, if applicable, handling, insurance costs, the Buyer s Premium, and 
any other fees required by law to be charged or collected will be added to the invoice 
for any lots invoiced to Buyer. All lots shipped to foreign countries will be billed an 
additional one-half percent (1/2%) for insurance (minimum of $10). For any lots 
delivered outside the United States, the declaration value shall be the item (s) ham¬ 
mer price plus its buyer s premium. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused 
or resulting from seizure or destruction under quarantine or customs regulation or 
confiscation by order of any government or public authority. All lots will be shipped 
FOB Destination, freight prepaid and charged back. Title and risk of loss pass to the 
Buyer at the destination upon tender of delivery. Acceptance of delivery constitutes 
acceptance of the purchased lots. Inspection of the purchased lots is not required for 
acceptance. Any and all claims based upon Buyers failure to receive a purchased lot, 
Buyers receipt of a lot in damaged condition, or otherwise related to delivery, must 
be received in writing by Stacks Bowers no later than the earlier of thirty (30) days 
after payment, or the date of the Auction Sale (the “Outside Claim Date”).

OF TITLE, AUCTIONEER IS SELLING ONLY THAT RIGHT OR TITLE TO THE 
LOT THAT THE CONSIGNOR MAY HAVE AS OF THE AUCTION SALE DATE. 
ALL LOTS ARE SOLD “AS IS” AND WITH ALL FAULTS. PURCHASER HEREBY 
ASSUMES ALL RISKS CONCERNING AND RELATED TO THE GRADING, QUAL¬ 
ITY, DESCRIPTION, CONDITION, AUTHENTICITY, AND PROVENANCE OF A 
LOT. 

a. COINS AND CURRENCY LISTED IN THIS CATALOG GRADED BY PCGS, 
NGC, ANACS, ICG, PCGS CURRENCY, PMG, PCGS BANKNOTE GRADING, CMC 
OR ANY OTHER THIRD PARTY GRADING SERVICE OR EXAMINED BY THE 
BUYER PRIOR TO THE AUCTION SALE MAY NOT BE RETURNED FOR ANY 
REASON WHATSOEVER BY ANY BUYER, EXCEPT FOR CLAIMS RELATED TO 
AUTHENTICITY. 

b. For non-certified coins and currency that have not been examined by the Buyer 
prior to the Auction Sale: if it is determined in a review by Stacks Bowers that there 
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is a material error in the catalog description of a non-certified coin or currency or 
the coin or currency is not authentic, such lot may be returned, provided written 
notice is received by Stacks Bowers no later than seventy-two (72) hours of delivery 
of the lots in question, and such lots are returned and received by Stacks Bowers, 
in their original, sealed containers, no later than fourteen (14) calendar days after 
delivery, in the same condition the lot(s) were delivered to the Buyer, time being of 
the essence. 

c. If an item or items are returned pursuant to the terms herein, they must be housed 
in their original, sealed and unopened container. 

d. Late remittance or removal of any item from its original container, or altering a 
coin constitutes just cause for revocation of all return privileges. 

e. Grading or condition of rare coins and currency may have a material effect on the 
value of the item(s) purchased, and the opinion of others (including independent 
grading services) may differ with the independent grading services opinion or inter¬ 
pretation of Stacks Bowers. Stacks Bowers shall not be bound by any prior, or sub¬ 
sequent opinion, determination or certification by any independent grading service. 

f. Questions regarding the minting of a coin as a “proof” or as a “business strike” 
relate to the method of manufacture and not to authenticity. 

g. All oral and written statements made by Stacks Bowers and its employees or 
agents (including affiliated and related companies) are statements of opinion only, 
and are not warranties or representations of any kind, unless stated as a specific writ¬ 
ten warranty, and no employee or agent of Stacks Bowers has authority to vary or 
alter these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the right 
to vary or alter the Terms of Sale, either generally or with respect to specific persons 
or circumstances, in its sole discretion. Any variation or alteration shall be effective 
only if in writing and signed by an officer of Stacks Bowers authorized to do so. 

h. Stacks Bowers is acting as an auctioneer. Title to the lots purchased passes di¬ 
rectly from the Consignor to the Buyer. Accordingly, Stacks Bowers is not making, 
and disclaims, any warranty of title. 

i. Bidders shall have no recourse against the Consignor for any reason whatsoever. 

j. Bidder acknowledges that the numismatic market is speculative, unregulated and 
volatile, and that coin prices may rise or fall over time. Stacks Bowers does not guar¬ 
antee or represent that any customer buying for investment purposes will be able to 
sell for a profit in the future. 

k. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Stacks Bowers, nor its employees, 
affiliates, agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be 
unimpaired, uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such 
events. 

11. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and assign¬ 
ees, generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Stacks 
Bowers, and its respective affiliates, parents, officers, directors, shareholders, agents, 
subsidiaries, employees, managers and members and each of them, and their re¬ 
spective successors and assignees from any and all claims, rights, demands and 
causes of actions and suits, of whatever kind or nature, including but not limited 
to claims based upon Auctioneers negligence, whether in law or equity, tort or oth¬ 
erwise, whether known or unknown, suspected or unsuspected (a “Claim”), which 
Bidder may assert with respect to and/or arising out of, or in connection with any 
challenge to the title to or authenticity of any goods purchased, the sale itself, any lot 
bid upon or consigned, and/or the auction, except where such Claim is otherwise 
expressly authorized in these Terms of Sale. It is the intention of Bidder that this 
waiver and release shall be effective as a bar to each and every Claim that may arise 
hereunder or be related to the Auction Sale, and Bidder hereby knowingly and vol¬ 
untarily waives any and all rights and benefits otherwise conferred upon him by the 
provisions of Section 1542 of the California Civil Code, which reads in full as follows: 

“A GENERAL RELEASE DOES NOT EXTEND TO CLAIMS WHICH THE CREDI¬ 
TOR DOES NOT KNOW OR SUSPECT TO EXIST IN HIS OR HER FAVOR AT THE 
TIME OF EXECUTING THE RELEASE, WHICH IF KNOWN BY HIM OR HER 
MUST HAVE MATERIALLY AFFECTED HIS OR HER SETTLEMENT WITH THE 
DEBTOR.” 


12. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot or concerning pro¬ 
ceeds of any sale, Stacks Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter¬ 
pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and Buyer and any other ap¬ 
plicable party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys’ fees 
and costs. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to cancel or postpone the Auction Sale 
or any session thereof for any reason whatsoever. No Bidder shall have any claim as 
a result thereof, including for incidental or consequential damages. Neither Stacks 
Bowers nor any affiliated or related company shall be responsible for incidental or 
consequential damages arising out of any failure of the Terms of Sale, the auction or 
the conduct thereof and in no event shall such liability exceed the purchase price, 
premium, or fees paid. Rights granted to Bidders under the within Terms and Con¬ 
ditions of Auction Sale are personal and apply only to the Bidder who initially pur¬ 
chases the lot(s) from Stacks Bowers. The rights may not be assigned or transferred 
to any other person or entity, whether by sale of the lot(s), operation of law or other¬ 
wise.

Any dispute arising out of or related to these Terms of Sale, the Auction Sale or any 
lot, with the sole exception of actions by Stacks Bowers to collect amounts owed 
to it and other damages, shall be submitted to binding arbitration pursuant to the 
commercial arbitration rules of the American Arbitration Association, with any ar¬ 
bitration hearing to occur in Orange County, California. Absent an agreement of 
the parties, the arbitrator shall limit discovery to that which is necessary to enable 
the hearing to proceed efficiently. The arbitrator shall not have the power to award 
punitive or consequential damages, nor alter, amend modify any of the terms of this 
Agreement. The award by the arbitrator, if any, may be entered in any court having 
jurisdiction thereof. Each party shall pay one-half the costs of the arbitration. Bidder 
acknowledges and agrees that the competent courts of the State of California shall 
have exclusive in personam jurisdiction, subject to the requirement to arbitrate, 
over any dispute(s) arising hereunder, regardless of any party’s current or future 
residence or domicile. Bidder further agrees that venue of the arbitration proceed¬ 
ing shall be in Orange County, California; and any court proceeding shall be in the 
Orange County Superior Court, in the State of California, and in each case waive any 
claim of Forum Non Conveniens. Bidder agrees that any arbitration or legal action 
with respect to this Auction Sale is barred unless commenced within one (1) year of 
the date of this Auction Sale. AUCTION PARTICIPANTS EXPRESSLY WAIVE ANY 
RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. 

13. General Terms. These Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale and the auction 
shall be construed and enforced in accordance with, and governed by, the laws of 
the State of California, regardless of the location of the Auction Sale. These Terms of 
Sale and the information on the Stack’s Bowers’ website constitute the entire agree¬ 
ment between the parties hereto on the subject matter hereof and supersede all other 
agreements, understandings, warranties and representations concerning the subject 
matter hereof. If any section of these Terms of Auction Sale or any term or provision 
of any section is held to be invalid, void, or unenforceable by any court of compe¬ 
tent jurisdiction, the remaining sections or terms and provisions of a section shall 
continue in full force and effect without being impaired or invalidated in any way. 
Stack’s Bowers may at its sole and absolute discretion, make loans or advances to 
Consignors and/or Bidders. 

14. Chinese Translation. The Chinese translations are provided as a matter of conve¬ 
nience.
